The Liberty league is reported 
to have a secret plan by which 
anti-New Deal elements, both de¬ 
mocratic and republican, would 
unite to put a ticket in the field 
next year. 

The rulers of the league are 
strong Smith men. Jouett Shouse, 
executive director, and John Ras- 
kob, a founder and heavy contri¬ 
butor, led the Smith forces against 
Roosevelt in the 1932 convention. 

With the Brown Derby in the 
ring, It would not be unlike them 
to grab it. 


SACRAMENTO, Thursday, May 9. hT > )—Revenue esti¬ 
mates for the program of new taxes agreed upon by the 
joint legislative tax steering committee in its drive to bal¬ 
ance the $394,000,000 Merriam budget shot upward $11,- 
000,000 today after an overnight study of revenue sources. 

The revised figures presented by Chairman Duval show¬ 
ed that the program, instead of raising $93,000,000 as the 
committee had anticipated yesterday, should bring in $104,- 
000,000 during the 1935-37 bienni- ‘ 
um. 

Most of the Increase would 
come from the sales tax. 

It was estimated yesterday that 
by increasing the s. les tax to 
three per cent, exempting food¬ 
stuffs and tightening up its pro¬ 
visions to make it apply to rent¬ 
ed and stored property, about 
$30,000,000 would be added to the 
state’s revenue. 

The figures offered today by 
Duval estimated the operation 
actually should bring in about 
$40,300,000 more. 

Others Unchanged 

Except for this revision, the rev¬ 
enue estimates for the transfer of 
the automobile property tax to the 
state from the counties, an 80 per 
cent per gallon hard liquor tax, 
the income and increased bank- 
corporation net profits, inheritance 
and beer taxes stood virtually un¬ 
changed. 

Duval anticipated that the new 
tax program, after wiping out the 
deficit, would leave $18,900,000 for 
emergency relief and to this he 
added a 5-cent ad valorem tax and 
a $6,000,000 bond issue for public 
works, principally prison construc¬ 
tion to raise the relief fund of the 
state to $30,000,000.

BUSINESS VS. ROOSEVELT 
I AST week’s anti-New Deal fire¬ 
works by the United chamber 
of commerce may mark a mile¬ 
stone in Roosevelt’s attitude to¬ 
ward Big Business.

Riley Warns Opponents

from America’3 midpacific naval 
base at Pearl Harbor, 12 miles 
from Honolulu, will join 53 war¬ 
ships and the greatest aircraft 
force ever sent to sea in mimic 
warfare over a vast area of the 
North Pacific. 

Preparations for the flight were 
begun suddenly yesterday as it 
was unofficially learned the big 
squadron, comprising about 200 
men, would be absent for about a 
month. Observers took this to 
mean some of the planes might 
fly northward from Midway to the 
Aleutain islands, 1700 miles away 
and northern boundary of a 5,000,- 
000 square mile area in which the 
fleet is maneuvering. 

High naval officials In Washing¬ 
ton insisted the flight would not 
proceed farther west than Midway 
Island. 

Japanese officialdom in Tokyo, 
however, maintained tight-lipped 
silence on news of the scheduled 
flight. Reports in Washington 
that some Japanese disquiet ex¬ 
isted over the flight, which would 
follow a leg of the proposed trans¬ 
pacific commercial air service, 
were denied in official capital 
quarters. 

A storm center was reported 
gathering about 1500 miles north¬ 
west of Midway island which may 
turn south rapidly enough to pre¬ 
cipitate rough weather in the path 
of the airmen. 

It seemed likely that naval sur¬ 
face craft would be stationed along 
the route of the flight, which 
never has been made before, to 
lend any assistance needed. The 
planes were reported fueled with 
sufficient gasoline to make the 
Midway flight and return halfway. | 

Midway island is a way-station j 
in the proposed transpacific com¬ 
mercial airline which Pan-Ameri¬ 
can Airways hopes to inaugurate 
this summer. 

A pioneering flight on this proj¬ 
ect was undertaken last month 
when a huge flying boat, “The 
Clipper,” flew here from Oakland, 
Calif., and back to the coast with 
a small airmail cargo. 

Further flights by "The Clipper” 
are planned soon after data ob¬ 
tained on the first trip was being 
carefully checked. 

SOUTH AFRICA 
MOVE AIRED 

LONDON, Thursday, May 9. UP) 
Authoritative quarters said today 
the Union of South Africa is ready 
and willing to have southwest 
Africa, formerly Germany's, re¬ 
turned to the relch. 

That revelation came as repre¬ 
sentatives of the dominions and 
colonies resumed their conversa¬ 
tions with members of the British 
cabinet on questions of British 
foreign policy. 

Sir John Simon, foreign secre¬ 
tary, has already given the em¬ 
pire statesmen full accounts of his 
recent visit to Berlin, during which 
Adolf Hitler, among other things, 
insisted Germany’s right to col¬ 
onies must be recognized. 

It was confidently expected the 
views of J. B. M. Hertzog, prime 
minister of the Union of South 
Africa, would be sought in the 
matter of giving back to Germany 
some of the territory she lost in 
the World war, because the reich’s 
greatest losses were in Africa. 

Herzog, it was understood, was 
prepared to tell Simon and Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald that 
his government would approve the 
step. 

Observer* here recalled that O. 
Pirow, South African minister of 
dsfrnes. recently told visiting Ger¬ 
man naval officers he wae looking 
forward to the day when Germany 
would be coming back to South 
Africa as a colonial power.

A communication to the board 
of supervisors from J. J Entin, 
president of the California Coop¬ 
erative units, relating to goods 
produced by cooperatives was 
commented upon today by Super¬ 
visor W. C. Jerome. With the let¬ 
ter was a copy of a resolution in 
which it was asst ed that the 
county supervisors' convention at 
Sacramento had virtually placed 
goods produced by cooperatives in 
the same category with prison- 
made goods. 

‘The thing th“y speak of nev¬ 
er appeared at the Sacramento 
convention,” Jerome said. “The 
question of purchase of cop- 
erative goods by counties came 
up at a meeting of the relief 
committee of the supervisors’ 
association with Frank V. Mc¬ 
Laughlin, state relief adminis¬ 
trator, at a much later date in 
San Francisco. 


"Contrary to the apparent in¬ 
formation in the letter, there was 
nothing said at that meeting that 
in any way reflected upon coop- 
erattives or in any way put mem¬ 
bers of the organization in com¬ 
parative positions with prisoners. 

“However, in the purchase of 
goods, it was pointed out by 
someone that goods manufactured 
either by cooperatives or at San 
Quentin took relatively the same 
position in the market when be¬ 
ing considered for purchase by 
governmental bodies, in that the 
goods were manufactured by peo¬ 
ples or institutions in which pub¬ 
lic monies would come in direct 
competition with private indus¬ 
try. 

' «hls was not enlarged upon 
nor discussed at any great 
length but simply came info the 
discussion, and apparently 
someone Is frying to make an 
issue of it where none exists.”

The major water companies of 
Orange county have launched an 
educational campaign among their 
users, designed to bring about 
greater conservation of water. 
They also are emphasizing their 
suggestions by making it profit¬ 
able to use more than the quotas 
set up as standards of use. 

The Santa Ana Valley Irriga¬ 
tion company is notifying its users 
and stockholders by mail of the 
fact that 20 acre inches per acre 
per year is the approved amount 
for use according to its standards. 
Persons using more than this 
amount must pay 50 per cent more 
for the additional supply, as a pen¬ 
alty. 

Water used for irrigation before 
pumping starts for the summer 
season does not count toward the 
20 acre inches. In a year such as 
this, however, use of irrigation 
water before pumping begins Is 
seldom necessary. 

Regulations Discussed 

The regulations of the Santa na 
Valley concern were discussed at 
yesterday’s meeting of the board 
of directors of the Orange County; 
Water district at Garden Grove. 

The Anaheim Union Water com¬ 
pany, the other major irrigation 
concern in this county, has had 
similar rules in effect for two 
years. The quota in its regulations 
amounts to approximately 24 
inches per year, and the penalty 
fer greater use is a 100 per cent 
price boost. This system has cut 
down water use by 25 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to William Wallop of Ana¬ 
heim, superintendent of the irriga¬ 
tion concern.

“Maybe many, many years ago 
j there were some justification for 
payment of money by a man to a 
girl whom he suddenly decided to

“The legal theory behind the 
breach of promise law in the be¬ 
ginning was that of contract. 
It originated in the tine, old 
I ideal of chivalry. Woman was 
the weaker vessel, and needed 
the protection of man. 

“But women have achieved 
equality, and now it's the men's 
I turn to struggle for a new equal- 
| ity in the courts. 

"Under breach of promise suits 
j the damages were assessed, first, 
for the intangible losses suffered 
by the woman; and second, as a 
, punitive gesture against the man. 

Trousseau Compensation 
| “When you think of it, a man can 
I be just as much hurt by a broken 
promise to marry as a woman. But 
do the men go into court ana de¬ 
mand money? Not much. They 
may commit suicide, or they may 
shoot the o'.her man, but they 
don't demand money. 

“There are cases, of course, 
where two i>eople love each other 
sincerely but can’t marry for 
some reason or other. Money 
won’t compensate them for their 
feelings. 

“And 11 grant if a man prom¬ 
ises to marry a woman, and she 
goes out and invests quite a sum 
in a trousseau, she should be re¬ 
imbursed for the expenditure, just 
as in any other contractural rela¬ 
tionship. But that is quite a dif¬ 
ferent matter from these quarter- 
million and half-million dollar 
sums which are demanded. 

“The present drive against heart 
balm suits is just an opening 
wedge for the laws which must be 
enacted before men, involved in 
marital tangles, can enjoy justice 
in the courts. Some day I hope j 
we can empty the alimony cells in i 
prisons. ”

An amendment now before the 
state legislature, which would pro¬ 
vide machinery for determining of 
water rights by the state water 
commission, was outlined yester¬ 
day by A. W. Rutan, attorney for 
the Orange County Water district, 
at its meeting in Garden Grove. 

The amendment provides that in 
any given area the commission 
would be empowered to conduct 
surveys as to the facts about 
water rights and usage, and to 
conduct hearings at which users 
could be heard. For example, the 
question of water rights on the 
Santa Ana river would be a sub¬ 
ject on which the commission 
could conduct studies and hear¬ 
ings. 

Its findings, Rutan explained, 
would not be legally binding, but 
could be made so by application 
for a court ruling if parties con¬ 
cerned were in agreement on the 
questions involved. Under the ex¬ 
isting law, the commission is em¬ 
powered to pass only on questions 
involving appropriation of water, 
but under the amendment all 
water rights could be passed upon. 
The commission also could initiate 
studies as well as conduct them 
upon application of citizens.

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OF COURSE, WE REMEMBER! 

F OR ONCE, we (this editorial writer) can answer one of 
those trick questions which newspaper and magazine 
men sometimes spring on their unsuspecting readers. 
Frank Rogers, Journal sports editor, in his “Column Left” 
demands, ‘Who remembers George Young?” 

And right here we arise to shout, “We do!” 

George Young was that gangling youngster who, a half 
dozen years or so ago, came from somewhere across the 
country on a broken down motorcycle, arriving just in 
time to enter the Catalina-to-the-mainland swim. 

Anybody who spent that long, long day and that long, 
long night on an excursion boat following those grease- 
smeared men and women in that endless drag across the 
channel waters will never forget George Young. 

It was in the morning that the scores of contestants 
for the much publicized $25,000 purse were lined up on the 
beach at the island isthmus, in the morning that they ran 
down the strand and dived or fell into the pleasant, 
smooth, green waters. 

By noon, they were out where the waves were rolling, 
and their number was fewer. Some were taking occasional 
handouts of food and drink from the accompanying 
boats. Some were swimming strong and sure, and the line 
reached across a wide expanse, with the fleet carrying 
spectators stretching even further. 

By late afternoon the rollers were larger. Many had 
dropped from the race, but others were sturdily churning 
ahead. None of the half dozen leaders, as far as we can 
recall, was George Young. In fact, at that stage of the 
contest not one-half of one per cent of the people in the 
fleet had even heard his name. The favorites were having 
their hour of glory. 

Finally, darkness came on, and the swimmers were a 
scant half dozen. It was difficult for the official and ex¬ 
cursion boats to know what was going on, who was left 
in the water, who was ahead. 

The hours dragged, while the few weary bitter-enders, 
now only two or three of them left, struggled along 
through, over and between the lusty combers which the 
offshore wind was piling up. 

At last, well into the middle of the night and after 
what seemed an eternity of waiting, peering through the 
dark and calling mis-information back and forth from 
one boat to another, it was known that some lone swim¬ 
mer was, apparently, about to make a landing at Point 
Firmin. All craft joined in a wide arc nearby. 

But the eternity was not yet ticked out. Another long 
wait as a struggling head was seen in the kelp beds— 
another endless, agonizing period while the tired athlete 
(“George Young’s his name,” somebody called across the 
water) slowly pushed his way through the entanglements. 

Then, a tense, throat-filling time while he splashed 
slowly, and so wearily, through the open expanse be¬ 
yond—into the breakers—up, down, up, down—and, at 
last, was seen kneeling unsteadily in the shallow water 
while the waves pounded him. 

And then a final big effort as the youth rose dizzily 
to his feet and staggered up the beach—up the beach 
into a very 42nd and Broadway, into a terrific Hollywood 
first night glare and dazzle of kleig lights, while the movie 
cameras and the news cameras frantically took pictures 
of the greatest celebrity of the day, winner of $25,000 
and the only contestant to finish the 20-mile ordeal, 
George Young. 


NO MAXIMUM SPEED LIMIT 

H IGHWAY SPEEDS in excess of 45 miles an hour are 
not in themselves illegal, if you are willing to accept 
the opinion of the third district court handed down yes¬ 
terday. 

Even laymen reading the vehicle act section had often 
surmised as much, and lawyers and certain of the lower 
courts at times had proclaimed the same view. Never¬ 
theless, the motorist ticketed for doing 55 or 60 seldom 
had been able to sell this more lenient interpretation to 
the arresting officer. 

Now unless the supreme court reverses the decision, 
or the legislature amends the law, simple, unadorned 
speeding appears certain not to be listed hereafter among 
our crimes. 

However, Sec. 113 (a) will still apply. It reads: “Any 
person driving a vehicle on the public highways of this 
state shall drive the same at a careful and prudent speed 
not greater than is reasonable and proper, having due 
regard to the traffic, surface and width of the highway, 
and no person shall drive any vehicle upon a public high¬ 
way at such a speed as to endanger the life, limb or prop¬ 
erty of any person.” 

A later paragraph sets forth that in charges of viola¬ 
tions, speeds over the designated limits “shall be taken as 
prima facie but not as conclusive evidence of a violation.” 

So, even if driving a bit faster than 45 is not to be 
considered downright illegal, the motorist must remember 
that all the responsibility for care and prudence weighs on 
his shoulders when he goes faster. Not only is this true 
in cases of arrest, but it likewise is true if he becomes 
involved in a civil action.

It isn’t possible to answer the 
many questions concerning colitis; 
the variety is too numerous. The 
mucous type, the spastic mem¬ 
braneous, and other kinds and 
conditions cannot be taken up 
separately. One hesitates to write 
about the condition at all, because 
there are so many forms, mani¬ 
festations, and causes. 

It would require a good sized 
book to describe them all, and 
then someone would write in and 
say they had a condition that had 
not been mentioned. A colitis is 
primarily an inflammation of the 
inner lining of the large intestine, 
but as a result of long standing or 
certain local causes it may extend 
to the deeper tissue and develop 
extensive ulcers. 

Acute colitis is an attack of 
acute diarrhea with pain and 
cramps, due to some irritating 
food or drink with bacterial infec¬ 
tion, which may cause severe fe¬ 
ver. The treatment of that is an 
initial large dose of castor oil, rest 
j in bed, and fasting, avoiding all 
food except water, till the attack 
has passed. 

Morphine for pain, and seda¬ 
tives for cramps, with the local 
use of heat may be necessary. 
Chronic colitis is a very common 
condition. Constipation of the 
spastic type is the prominent 
symptom, which may alternate 
with short periods of diarrhea and 
pain. The colon is tender and can 


be felt as a rope-like ridge under 
the skin, particularly that part of 
the ribs on the left side down into 
the pelvis.

The treatment, of course, must 
vary with different conditions. 
But, before anything can be ac¬ 
complished the general system 
must be built up. It is a defici¬ 
ency disease to a great extent, and 
this must be overcome. All diges¬ 
tive disturbances should be cor¬ 
rected. Hydrochloric acid, pepsin, 
belladonna and nux vomica may be 
indicated. 

The patient is usually anemic, 
and large doses of iron are re¬ 
quired. Iron ammonium citrate, 
sixty to ninety grains a day com¬ 
bined with liver feeding, may in¬ 
crease the diarrhea at first, but 
will soon overcome it. 

There is usually a deficiency in 
vitamins A and B. Vitamin A can 
be obtained from cod liver oil, but¬ 
ter, milk, cheese. Vitamin B can 
be obtained in foods from the in¬ 
tercoats of cereals, peas, beans, 
brewers’ yeast, milk, eggs, and 
meats. Large amounts of brew¬ 
ers’ yeast powder are needed, as 
much as one to three teaspoon¬ 
fuls a day. 

Starches and sugars should be 
avoided. Iced foods and drinks 
must not be taken. Food should 
be taken often and in small 
amounts. Good nourishing food 
is essential. Fish, eggs, milk, 
chicken, green vegetables, in small 
amounts, orange, and tomato 
Juice, stewed fruits, and pulp of 
raw apples and banana. This diet 
will be continued tomorrow.
